McFADDEN vs. Mcf ADDEN 

The judgement in the appeal by the 
defence from the judgement of Mr. 
Justice McCarthy, and the cross ap¬ 
peal by the plaintiff for an increase 
of ihe amount awarded him by the 
Trial Judge, which appeals were heard 
before the Appellate division of the 
Supreme Court, Alberta, have been 
handed down. The judgment of the 
court was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Hyndman, and is as follows: 

The plaintiff and defendant are 
brothers who formerly resided in On¬ 
tario. In the month of February 1917 
the defendant left with the plaintiff 
his infant son, then of the age of six 
years and six months, the defendant 
si that time being unable to support 
his child. Apparently nothing was 
said at the time with regard to re¬ 
muneration. The chi|d remained with 
the plaintiff who gtipported and edu¬ 
cated him for ihe period of eight 
years, or until March, 1915. In that 
year the plaintiff with his wife and 
family and the defendant’s son at the 
request of the defendari all came to 
Alberta from Ontario, and resided 
with him on his farm at Ensign. The 
Plaintiff says that shortly after ar¬ 
riving at his brother’s ii was agreed 
that they should both work together 
_and share equally in the expenses 
and profits of the crop of that year. 
No definite time was fixed for the 
luuance of this arrangement. Ac- 
/<#dingly operations were commenced 
\ id about 270 acres were cropped. In 
addition to the work on the said 270 
—acres the parties broke other land. In 
‘the-faH-ihe crop was cut and threshed 
and with the exception of 350 bushels 
of oats and 125 bushels of wheat, 
which were kept for seed; was all 
hauled to the elevator, the plaintiff 
doing a share of the hauling. The de¬ 
fendant received all the proceeds of 
the sale of the crops and admitted 
that after payment of all expenses he 
had a surplus of $4,000. During all 
this Urre the parties !*c4 in the ."cm; 
house beth contributing food, the wife 
of the plaintiff doing the cooking and 
housework. The plaintiff says he 
brought with him from Ontario some 
furniture, a horse, car, drill, set of 
harness, two sets of harness and a 
buggy. The defendant supplied all the 
rest of the power necessary for the 
farming operations. Subsequently dis¬ 
agreement arose between the parties 
and the plaintiff claimed payment for 
ihe maintenance and support of the 
defendant’s son and for his share of 
the proceeds of the crop for the year 
1915, and for an accounting. The 
learned trial judge found in my opin- 
■on rightly that the defendant was 
liable to pay a reasonable amount for 
the support of his son. The evidence 
is clear that he did not dispute liabi¬ 
lity. The plaintiff asks for $15 per 
month and the defendant admits this 
is a reasonable charge. Therefore 
, the 1 'fought to be judgment for $1465 
being 97 months at the rate mention¬ 
ed. 

The learned trial judge found as a 
fact that a partnership existing be¬ 
tween the parties with respect to the 
crop and in my opinion there is ample 
evidence to support the finding. He 
held however, that there was a settle¬ 
ment between them as to a division 
of the profits by the defendant offer¬ 
ing anH the plaintiff agreeing to ac¬ 
cept the proceeds of a car of grain 
amounting to $882.00. The j learned 
-rial judge, I think, in this, overlooked 
the fact that this arrangement was 
never acted upon in my opinion in no 
way binds the plaintiff, leaving him 
free to demand his share of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the crop. I agree' with the 
-rial judge that an accounting would 
be a $ery difficult proceeding under 
the circumstances and that it is most 
reasonable that the claims of the plain 
tiff’s wife and family should be set off 
against anything which defendant can 
* claim for the use of his stock and im¬ 
plements. Fortunately the defend^ 
ant’s own statement simplified mat- 
. ters for us in arriving at the proper 
amount to adjudge as the plaintiff’s 
share of the crop. The defendant 
says in his evidence “It (the crop) 
cleared $4,000, clear money when I 
paid everything up.” If there were 
any further expenses no doubt the de¬ 
fendant would have mentioned them. 

’(ta> plaintiff is evidently satisfied 
wi, At his admission as an accounting 
by Jie defendant, and his share there¬ 
fore is $2,000 being half thereof. 

The total amount due plaintiff is 
therefore $1455 plus $2,000, $3455.

The request for further informatior 
» to the future relations of the pro¬ 
vincial and mounted p-.ilice force.* is a 
natural one to make, and should bring 
forth some new light on the subject 
[ As matters are now, there would seem 
'to be a possibility of. over-policing 
Alberta, which is really a law-abiding 
land orderly country, and the defini¬ 
tions and distinctions between the 
Royal North West force, the Provin 
icial force, the Dominion police, and 
I the various municipal forces would in 
'all human liklihood be somewhat com¬ 
plicated and even troublesome. 

The announcement from Ottawa 
that R.N.W.M.P. are to be continued 
has elicited favorable comment, from 
all parts of the province. It is evi¬ 
dent that the “Mounties" have firmly 
established themselves in the regard 
of the people, and their further work 
among them will be welcome to all but 
evil-doers. 

But there is the new provincial force 
to take into account. It, too, has es¬ 
tablished itself, and has rights that 
must be considered. Organized undei 
emergency pressure, at a ^prme when 
the Dominion government was with¬ 
drawing the pioneer force for other 
work, it now has its tsk well in hand, 
iand already has to its credit some 
I good and efficient work. Its organiza¬ 
tion and equipment have meant a quite 
considerably *outlay for the provincial 
government. 

There is no need, however, as it 
looks in the present light, for two 
forces so closely alike. One 'will do 
I all the policing that Alberta will lik¬ 
ely need in the days of peace ahead of 
us, and the chances are that the peo¬ 
ple’s verdict Would be in favor of that 
one being the Royal North West. The 
solution of the difficulty, then, would 
be for <the parent force to absorb the 
provincial junior -and take over again 
the work it used fo do. The excellent 
organization built up in the past two 
years would not be lost or nullified 
but would carry on und^r the original 
auspices.

W. Graves, brother of Commissioner 
Graves, .and is c^tainly a remarkable 
propTiecy— 

The following extract from a speech 
of Victor E. Kroemar, in Stuttgart, 
Germany, at the International Socia¬ 
list congress in the month of August 
1907, reprinted in the Christian Her¬ 
ald, is both remarkable and interesting 
in the ligljt of recent events relating 
to the existing great war: 

“After a terrific struggle, Germany 
will be defeated on all sides and a suc¬ 
cessful revolution will establish a Ger- 
man-Austrian republic. The ^ Slav 
part of Austria will go to Russia, and 
there will be a powerful Slav federa¬ 
tion. A European federation of nat¬ 
ions will be subsequently established. 
England will control all the rest of the 
German colonies. The British fleet 
will police the world, and no other 
fleets of any dimensions will be nec¬ 
essary or permitted. Australia will 
gain more than any other nation as 
the outcome of 1 those future disturb¬ 
ances, as population will flow in a 
tremendous rate, and the commercial 
centres of the world will shift from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific through 
means of the Panama canal. Tremen¬ 
dous expansion will take place in 
Canada and the west, particularly the 
Western States and Australia, espec¬ 
ially about the federal capitals, which 
may become great manufacturing 
zones."

Exasperated by repeat¬ 
ed failures to get what he wanted, the 
colonel visited Ottawa and had Sir 
John called out of a Cabinet Council 
The Vrime Minister grasped Playfair 
by both hands and exclaimed: “God 
bless my soul, Colonel Playfair, is that 
you ?

Now you, with your great military ex¬ 
perience and your memories of Sala¬ 
manca and Talavera, wil be able to 
solve the question.

KIPLING’S INSCRIPTION 


Rudyard Kipling was invited by the 
Imperial War Graves Commission to 
suggest an inscription to be. placed on 
the great war stene to be erected as 
the central monument iti each of t-he 
British war cemeteries abroad. He lias 
suggested the words, “Their name 
livrth for evermore,” and the Commis¬ 
sion has approved of his recommenda¬ 
tion. Mr. Kipling, when Submitting 
his proposal, wrote: 

“It was necessary to find words of 
praise and honor which should be 
both simple and well known, compre¬ 
hensible, and of the same value ia all 
tongues, and standing, as far as might 
be, outside of the flux of men and 
things. After search and consultation 
with all ranks and many races in our 
armies and navies, as well as with 
those who had given their sons, it 
seemed to me that no single phrase 
could better that which closes the 
tribute to "famous men” in Ecclesias- 
ticus:—"Their name liveth for ever¬ 
more.” 


A sense of humor saves .many a 
man who is called upon to think and 
to feel deeply. Rupert Brooks in one 
of his letters from Canada wrete that 
this sense was typified to him by the 
fire-weed.

A TERRIBLE TOLL 


As the statistics are being divulged 
ve are gaining some, idea of the ter- 
rible toll of lives from influenza. In 
India it is estimated the deaths reach^ 
ed three millions. In Bombay city 
there were 15,000 deaths, and in Delhi 
city, on a population of 200,000, the 
death-rate at one time reached 800 
daily. War is a terrible scourge and 
efforts will be made at the peace con¬ 
ference to put an end to it. More at¬ 
tention should also be given to mat¬ 
ters of health. Proper care, better 
sanitary conditions, and other preven¬ 
tive measures, would quickly bring 
town the death rate. It is largely 
where ignorance exists that the toll
